COLLECTING FARM FACTS 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, in co-operation with 
the provincial departments of agriculture, is this month 
making the annual effort to collect first-hand information 
as to the acreages of field crops in Canada and the num- 
bers of live stock and poulity oi farms. 

To that end cardboard schedules are being distributed 
throughout Alberta, through the rural school teachers. 
Farmers receiving these cards are asked to fill in the 
Slanks and return the cards to the Bureeu through the 
mails. 

It is pointed out by the head of the Bureau that the 
information thus obtained is the foundation of the whole 
scheme of compiling agricultural statistics as regards field 
crops 6nd live stock. The more complete the information, 
the less guesswork will be required and the more useful 
the reports sent out by the Bureau will be 

In the interests of accuracy, and for the sake of the 
clearest possible understanding of the extent and expansion 
of farming operations, it is to be hoped a sufficient number 
of cards will be returned from all parts of Alberta to 
fairly represent both the crop and the live stock situations 
in this province.

“ATTEMPT TO STEAL THE LAND OFFICE” 
Edmonton is usually a quiet place, a very quiet place 


There are people who say that it is positively dull. On 
Saturday last it was, if possible, more quiet than usual—up 
to about three o'clock in the afternoon. After that hour 
and until late midnight it was undoubtedly the most alive, 
lively, excited, exciting and generally interesting place in 
all Canada, or its colonies in North or South Dakota or 
Washington. There was the biggest kind of a circus on. 
There was more fun than could be furnished by a barrel 
of monkeys. Five hundred men with blood in both eyes 
were engaged in demonstrating that even in this duil town, 
in this peaceful country, physical force as a means of main- 
taining public right is not played out. The occasion of the 
demonstration was the attempt, on the part of the land 
agent, to remove the land and timber affices to the south 
side of the river. To understand why there was such a 
sudden and unonimous outburst of public feeling it is neces- 
sary to understand the history of the affair. 

On Thursday last J. McD. Gordon, inspecor of land 
agencies, arrived and gave notice to Mr. Anderson that 
he was authorized to remove his office to a box car which 
had been leased from the railway company, pending the 
completion of an office then under construction, but the 
purpose of which was, until then, unknown. Mr. Gordon 
left on Friday without his visit or its object being pub- 
licly known, Everything ran along smoothly until Satur- 
day when Mr. Anderson ordered the dray company to 
send him a team to remove furniture. The teams went to 

Se about three o'clock in the afternoon, and he 
accompanied them to the land office, commencing at once 
to load the books. The fifst intimation anyene had of the 


proposed move was seeing the books leaded on the drays 
In a few minutes an angry crowd of citizens had gathered 
around the office while the alarm was sent all over town

Locomotor ataxia is the popular name for Tabes 
Dorsalis or posterior spinal sclerosis and is a chronic 
disease of the posterior tracts of the spinal cord. 
Almost 2 per cent of the diseases of the brain and 
nervous systems in most hospitals consist of this 
disease. The cause of locomotor ataxia is consider- 
ed by many authorities to be brought ou by the 
toxins from an infection by the treponema palli- 
dum which may have occured many years prev- 
iously, although a few investigators have suggested 
that similar symptoms may be produced by saturat- 
ing the blood with mer ) 
| The first symptoms are short stabbing Ilghten- 
ing-like pains, darting from place to place in the 
extremities and lower back, although they may 
occur in any part of the body. Fortunately, the 
pains are usually of short duration, otherwise they 
would be unbearable. Between the pains there 
may be a burning sensation and a severe pain 
from pressure in regions where the pain occured. 
Other symptoms may be numbness of the feet, 
tingling. a sense of constriction about the waist, and 
a loss of the knee-jerking reflex. As the disease 
| progresses there are pronounced disorders of the 
} bladder, failing vision sometimes leading to blind- 
ness, difficulty in walking, severe gastric and throat 
pains, Argyll Robertson Pupil, and occasionally par- 
| alysis of the eyelids. As the disease becomes still 
{ more progressed, the patient develops dificutly or 
inability to stand or walk with the eyes closed. 
The most usual symptom is that the patient is un- 
able to walk without watching his feet, but there 
are a few cascs where this difficulty does not ap- 
| Pear at any time. Instead the disease seems to take 
| the alternative of destroying the optic nerve and 
producing blindness, 

Locomotor ataxia develops very slowly. Any- 
where from two to twenty-five years may intervene 
from the inception of the diseasé before walking 
becomes very difficult and even after being confin- 
ed hopelessly to bed the patient may live from fif- 
teen to twenty yeers. If the disease occurs in 
children, it is almost always as a result of a con- 
genital disease. There are the same general symp- 
toms as with adults but the sight is more frequent- 
ly affected since the cause of the disease appears 
to be caused by a virulent toxin having a special! 
affinity for the delicate nerve structures of the 
optic nerve and posterior columns of the spinal cord. 
} A cure should aim at the removal of these tox- 
ins from the body and a destruction of any of the 
treponema which may remain in the system. The 
earlier a cure is attempted, the better the chances 
of success as there is 0 hope of restoring any of 
the nerve structures which have been actually de- 
stroyed. However, I have seen many cases, which 
appeared to be well advanced, completely cured by 
diet and physiotherapy. Even though the case may 
be too far advanced for a complete recovery to 
| take place, it is almost always possible to arrest 

the progress of the disease. My experience vwrith 
this type of patient has convinced me that the 
length of time required to arrest the disease or 

+ about favorably results depends in a large 
measure upon how much suppressive treatment has 
en used in the past. Any treatment for this 
case differs radically from the treatment which 
was used a few years ago, although many doctors 
are now beginning to adopt the same measures that 
I have used in the past. 

In tomorrow’s article I will

Comment 


We must look beyond what seem to some to 
make up ihe causes of the world’s present troubles. 
Actually, these are a combination of cgntributory 
factors, such as the maldistribution of gold, mis- 
directed economic effort, the saturnalia of specula- 
tion, over-lending and over-borrowing, and the 
melting of security and property values before the 
| terrific blast of currency inflation during and 
| shortly after the war, notably that in Germany, 
where eventually such unfamiliar terms as “sex- 
tiquintillion” were in use. All these subsidiaries 
| group thernselves around a few great fundainental 
} causes springing from the war and the brilliant 
| errors which preceded it. The major causes, directly 
| bearing upon the present state of business, require 
considerable disctission, and therefore we set them 
out in the following condensed form: 
| 1. The settlement of the war added 7,000 miles 
| to European international boundaries and hence to 
| tariff walls, thereby splitting into fragments areas 
| which before the war were sotne of the largest free 
trade sections in the world, with a population in 
all of over 200 million people 

2. Insufficient attention to economic considera- 
tions led to the fostering of “infant” industries tn 
| new and the artificial stimulation of agriculture in 


old countries (directly or indirectly arising from 
the desire for national self-sufficiency). This raised 
| tariff walls the world over, and necessitated the

| 3. Without regard for the comparatively inelastic 
long-term ability of the world to consume, the 
world’s industrial plant (including agricultural 
acreage) has been enormously over-developed, or 
at least developed beyond the immediate ability of 
nations to adjust their national policies thereto, 
| under the impretsion that a “New Era” was ushered 
in by the post-war period of rehabilitation. 

| 4. The general movement in Europe tended to- 
wards state socialism cr state control of economic 
| activities in one form or another and away from 
the old 19th cent policy of laissez-faire. 

| 5. The expenditures of most governments in- 
| creased out of all proportion to short-term ability 
| to pay, especially in those countries where the 
movement outlined in (4) has made marked head- 
way. <A great deal of the funds required has been 
obtained through foreign loans. 

6. The Great War had no more striking conse- 
quence than this, that there was a transference of 
international power to certain nations, 
who, either because of inexperience or of strong 
nationalistic habits, were not ready for such great 
| international responsibility. As a result, the gojd 
wlandard system was called upon to perform tasks 
for which it was never intended. 

7. There has been a lack of any co-ordinated 
policy, and of any international understanding, 
with regard to fiscal matters such as war debts and 
reparations and long and short-term foreign loans. 
This and the absence to date of any effective dis- 
armament agreement necessarily detract from con- 
fidence in the stability of world conditions. 

8. The productive system failed to adapt itself 
completely to some radical changes in the structure 
of demand. Gradual alteration in the public's 
tastes and habits is not a new phenomenon, but the 
war itself changed the diet of many people and 
stimulated secondary commodity requirements 
which, in turn, made the world market much less 
stable, and the difficulty of balancing consumption 
and production much greater, in recent years than 
in pre-war days. This resistance to shifting de- 
mands has been intensified by certain monopolistic 
designs, supported in part by governmental aid, 
upon the markets for various commodities, and by 
lack of close analysis of international affairs. 

9. Weakened by the foregoing causes, the world 
economic structure was in no position to adjust it- 
self, easily or quickly, to a cyclical change, such as 
has frequently occurred gince the first Industria! 
Kevolution 

It will be noted tha: we have not included in 
this list the breakdown of the international mone- 
tary system, except as incidental to the transference 
of international financial power mentioned in Item

An esteemed reader at Gray, Saskatchewan, answering 
an invitation given several weeks ago to supply a better 
title for this column suggests “It Seems To Me”, and as an 
alternative “It Seems To Cowper.” These are distinctly 
good for an opinion column. Inventing a title to compress 
within the limits of a line of heading type is not easy. 


Newspaper readers who cavil over inadequate or strain- 
ed headlines, and who think they could do very much bet- 
ter themselves, usually ignore the circumstance that type 
comes in fixed sizes, and that the problem of the head- 
line writer is to invent within the limits of so many words 
and spaces, headlines which will describe the story. So 
often the expressive word has one or two \etters too few 
or too many, or the descriptive headline won't compress of 
or expand to fit the space. It's as interesting as working 
out a cross-word puzzle, except that presses have to start 
ata stated minute to permit editions to be placed on 
certain trains, and there is no time to wait for the inspired 
word. 

This condition has led to a number of obvious head- 
line words. It explains why a magistrate is frequently a 
“cadi” in the headlines, and why an investigation is invar- 
iably a “probe”. ‘ 

In my days on the copy desk I remember once strugglin 
near the news deadline with a thrilling story of a ship that 
had sunk with all hands on board, only six miles away 
from land. 

We had a triple line single column head, each line of 
which had to be filled with exactly fourteen letters and 
spaces. I'd got it thus—Ship goes down—six miles out—all 
hands lost—only to discover that there were but 13 letters 
and spaces in that middle line. Vainly I tried to write an- 
other to fit. Time was pressing. It may have been wrong, 
but under the pressure of time, I moved that ship a mile 
nearer to land and sank her five miles from shore, to make 
the headline fill.

Today, as I wrote this, I sce that my suggestion, to dump 
them on an island off the B.C. coast is being acted on, The 
trouble with Piers Island is its smallness. It can only be 
used as a detention island, not a settlement Island.

New Zealand 
Has Interest_In 
Trade Accord 


VANCOUVER, June 20.— New 
Zealanders are displaying keen in- 
terest in the trade tveaty with Can- 
ada which became ef‘ective recent- 
ly and are hopeful of the future, 
states C. M. Croft, Canadian trade 
commissioner at Auckland, who ar- 
rived in Vancouver Friday on the 
R.M.S. Niagara.
